Rev. George Powell, whose labors in the 
Ivory Coast are made possible by the gifts 
of Defender readers, now stationed at the 
town, Bouake, writes regular, interesting 
letters of the work there. Mr. Powell works 
under the direction of Rev. R. S. Roseberry 
—both of these gentlemen being well known 
to Defender readers and in African mission- 
ary circles. In his last letter, Mr. Powell 
has this to say about William Wade Harris, 
the strange “Black Prophet” who had such 
a brief, dramatic preaching career in the 
Ivory Coast in 1914. 


“T have marvelled over and over again at 
the results of the preaching of that God 
sent instrument, Prophet Harris. There are 
many things concerning him which simply 
cannot be understood. What a monument 
to his labors! What a spectacle this is! 
Many times, in wonderment, I have asked 
the question—‘How ?’ ” 


Harris turned the whole area that he 
touched “upside down.” He knew but one 
message—a supernatural Book and a super- 
natural Christ. The message and strange 
manner of the man caught fire. He would 
always say, “Build church buildings; white 
men will come later and tell you more about 
these things.” Below is a picture of a typ- 
ical Harris church; it is reported that more 
than 200 of these were erected. Patient, 
black congregations, devouring the few Gos- 


pel crumbs left them by Harris, waited ten 
long years before the first white mission- 
aries appeared. That the Harris results 
should have been permanent after ten years, 
seems incredible—but true. 


Into these Gospel centers are rushing 
wolves garbed in sheep’s clothing — Mod- 
ernists, who are spreading their wicked, 
heretical teachings. Rev. Powell tells of a 
conversation with a Modernist missionary, 
a graduate of a prominent American sem- 
inary, who is deliberately spreading heresy, 
thus betraying Harris churches and ton- 
verts. 

Mr. Powell asks: “Do these natives need 
Darwinism? I believe the natives are one 
step ahead of the evolutionists in that the 
evolutionists try to tell us we come from 
the monkey, but the natives say we will be- 
come monkeys, that is, some time ago man 
sinned and became the red monkey which 
is so plentiful out here. This is what the 
natives believe.” 

What a criminal thing Modernism is, to 
blast the simple faith of the untrained black 
mind which is seeking so earnestly for the 
light. Let us pray up, and speed up evan- 
gelization of the Ivory Coast with the pure 
Gospel as rapidly as possible. Here is a 
real challenge.

A great race of 
giants developed and the human family be- 
came so putrid that it “repented God’ that 
he had made man. In the midst of this con- 
dition there came a revival of faithful 
preaching and Noah was the man who held 
the public meetings. The period of immo- 
rality was accompanied by a revival. 

Abraham’s day was a day of immorality. 
Vicious pagan priests introduced a system 
of desecrating the human body, into Sodom 
and Gomorrah. God had a faithful prophet 
who did everything in his power to precipi- 
tate a revival. He gave his testimony, not 
with much success, but he gave it. 

Ancient Nineveh was in a hopeless moral 
condition. God had his messenger. Jonah 
was a faithful preacher. Nineveh was saved 
because the revival caught fire.

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The Gospel Compared With “Caodai-ism 
By, Missionary Paul E. Carlson 
Vinhlong, French Indo-China 
Mr. Carlson writes the Editor as follows: they bow before the various images in the 


“The Defender has come regularly and we 
greatly appreciate it. Your article, “The 
Necessity of Foreign Missions’ was indeed 
timely. Not only is it time for every be- 
liever to become a missionary, but it is time 
for every missionary to become a believer. 
I cannot understand the motive of the Mod- 
ernist who brings his ‘social gospel’ to a 
heathen land.” 

“Caodai-ism” is the new, vicious religion 
of French Indo-China. Mr. Carlson’s ar- 
ticle is both interesting and inspiring. 

“Time is money” seems to be a popular 
slogan in ‘America, and even Europeans 
seem to have come under the sway of the 
spirit of rush and hurry that characterizes 


this age. Not so with the Oriental. The 
Annamese motto would seem to be: “If you 
can’t do it today, do it tomorrow, or next 


week’’—an attitude which grates on the av- 
erage Westerner. The Annamese, however, 
believe in being on time; I know of some 
Christians who get up at 4 A. M. on Sunday 
in order to be at church by 7:30. They ar- 
rive at 6 o’clock and wait an hour and a 
half for the preacher to put in his appear- 
ance. 

So it was the day we decided to make our 
trip by boat to, Ninh Thuan. I had hardly 
opened the doors when in stalked several 
native Christians and asked if we were about 
ready to start. 

“But I understood we 
til noon,” I protested. 

“Oh, we’ve changed our minds; we must 
go now in order to take advantage of the 
tide. If we wait it will be too late.” 

No preparations. How could we possibly 
get ready? Breakfast must be _ prepared 
and eaten, the children gotten ready, food, 
bedding and utensils brought down to the 
boat. etc. Satan whispered “Don’t go.” He 
had a purpose in hindering. We didn’t lis- 
ten though and the next hour was spent in 
rushing from bedroom to dining room, to 
kitchen, to auto, to boat. American “pep.” 
In the meantime the natives sat in the liv- 
ing room, their feet drawn up under them, 
and talked languidly in true Oriental style. 

A good tide helped the three rowers, and 
soon we were well on the way toward the 
out station situated on the other side of the 
treacherous Mekong. With us in the boni 
were several Vinhlong Christians as well 
as Mr. Tram, the ordained pastor of the 
Vinhlong Church, of which Ninh Thuan i: 
an out station. This work was opened about 
a year and a half ago, when one of the 
Christians offered his house as a chapel. 
During that time the work has progressed 
but little and for two reasons, viz. the flesh 
and “Caodai-ism.” Of these two enemies 
the former is the more formidable and has 
done much to hinder the advance of the 
Gospel in this neglected area. ‘For many 
months several Christians hac failed to 

valk in the spirit, and in consequence they 

“fulfilled the lusts of the flesh.” The Holy 
Spirit could not work and the Church was at 
a standstill. The Vinhlong Church had been 
much in praver that these folks would get 
right with God, and the answer came sev- 
eral weeks ago when differences were mace 
up and sin confessed. Praise God! Now 
He was able to Lusk and deal a blow at the 
other enemy, “Caodai-ism.” 

“Caodai-ism” is sometimes called the “re- 
ligion of the one eye,” for in its temples, in 
the front center, one may see a large pic- 
ture of a single eve peering out from a 
hackground of clouds and stars. This eve, 
which one of the leaders of this religion de- 
scribed to me as “The Great Intelligence” 
looks knowingly down upon its devotees as 


were not going un- 
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temple. Of the latter there is a great var- 
iety, for the promulgators of Caodai-ism’ 
are very broad and liberal. Do you wish to 
worship Buddha? Yonder is his image. Or 
perhaps you prefer Confucious or Laotse. 
They too are here. Jesus, did you say? He, 
too, has a place. ‘Over there you will find an 
image of the Christ. 

The inclusion of Christ in the number of 
their deities was a master-stroke on thie 
part of the founders of this religion or, 
rather of the founder, Satan himself. Many 
who had given a mental assent to the truths 
of the Gospel have been swept into this re- 
ligion, for they are led to believe’ that they 
too worship Christ. “Caodai-ism” purports 
to be a truly ANNAMESE religion; it is in 
reality a political organization. with a mix- 
ture of Theosophy and Spiritism to give it 
a religious aspect. During the three years of 
its existence “Caodai-ism” has gained tens 
of thousands of adherents, many temples 
have been constructed and innumerable 
meetings held. The French Government, 
however, has pierced through the religious 
mask and disclosed the true character of 
this society, and is now taking active mea- 
sures to suppress it. This has aroused the

As a result many of our Christians have 
had to endure bitter persecution. Especial- 
ly was this so in the little village of Ninh 
Thuan, where nearly all of the officials had 
followed the new religion. 

That afternoon Mrs. Carlson took the 
folding organ into the chapel and taught 
the children to sing hymns, while the 
preacher, several Christians and I made 


visits and explained the Gospel in a number 
of homes. In nearly eve ry home we entered 
there were “Caodai-ists.”. We had prayed 
for paldane and now was our opportunity 
to make known the Gospel. There was, of 
course, some hostility but we could see a 
change in their attitude as we sought to 
“Speak the truth in love.” Praise God for 
definite results. That afternoon eight people 
“turned to God from idols to serve the liv- 
ing and true God.” In the evening we held 
an evangelistic service in the chapel and 
three more accepted Christ as Saviour. The 
next day, after a service for the Christians, 
we returned home.

QUIZZING THE EVOLUTIONISTS

In spite of the opinion of dyed-in-the-wool™ Without Him, they are quite insurmount- 


believers in the theory of evolution, that to 
ask too many questions,—especially those 
which cannot be answered satisfactorily— 
is an indication of gross ignorance on the 
part of the questioner, we are tempted to 
indulge in this pleasant diversion. 

The questions will be such as really ought 
to receive an answer if evolution is at all 
capable of proof. They will not be trifling 
and unnecessary but important and basic; 
and the inability of our opponents to give 
reasonable explanations will surely reveai 
the woeful and ridiculous paucity of the 
evidence available to support belief in a 
bestial ancestry for mankind. 

The consistent, thorough-going evolution- 
ist eliminates the Creator of Genesis as the 
Supreme Cause of all things, preferring to 
postulate some Pantheistic Abstraction, 
which he delights to call “Primal Source” 
or “First Cause’, or “Absolute”, whatever 
those terms may connote. They can be 
made to mean much or little depending on 
the credulity of the individual. 

The believer in the Bible as the Infallible 
Record of God has a logical and scientific 
explanation for all things,: “Tn the begin- 
ning God.” No amount of scoffing at _the 
idea of a Personal Creator as given in Gen- 
esis, will suffice to wipe Him out of the pic- 
ture, as the enemies of the Christian faith 
seem to think. Unless a better explanation 
can be given us, surely there is no compul- 
sion on our part to change our belief. 

And so, our first question concerns orig- 
ins. May we ask the evolutionist how he 
accounts for the origin of Matter? What is 
the source of Force and Motion? What is 
the explanation of Life and Species? 

If Matter was not created by God, there 
are two alternatives,—either it is eternal, 
with no beginning and no ending; or some- 
how, sometime in the dim ages of the dis- 
tant past, it created itself. 

Either of these possible solutions are op- 
posed to all that we know of matter. How 
could lifeless material, devoid of any peculi- 
ar and necessary power possibly be eternal ? 
There cannot be two Absolutes, we are told, 
and accordingly, if there be some “Source” 
or “Cause” which is eternal, matter cannot 
occupy the same exalted position. 

To state the second proposition is enough 
to reveal its absurdity to any thinking per- 
son. Such a miracle as that matter can 
account for itself, is a far greater miracle 
than God. 

So, logic compels us to accept the dictum 
of the first Book in the Bible, that God, Om- 
nipotent, Omnipresent and Eternal brought 
the inanimate universe into being. 

When we ask regarding Force and Mo- 
tion, we are told that Science is not con- 
cerned with the question of Origins. But 
really, that position is nothing more than a 
poor—very poor—confession of unbelief 
They are vitally interested in the question 
but the truth is that unless there be a God 
such as we accept, they have nothing as a 
substitute. We refuse to let them get away 
with this easy method of obscuring the 
weakness of their position. 

Literally countless starry worlds, num- 
berless as the sands of the seashore, are 
whirling through space in orderly orbits. 
The weight of these worlds is absolutely im- 
measurable, and the Force required to put 
them in Motion and to keep them moving 
is too prodigious for the human mind to 
grasp. Is it unreasonable to inquire how 
this marvel is initiated and sustained? If 
there is a God,—such a God as the Bible 
portrayvs—all our difficulties are removed.

Evolution is forced to begin with Matter, 
Force and Motion already in existence, but 
a scientific approach to the question de- 
mands that we go further back than that. 
This the Christian is not afraid to do, re- 
fusing to fall down and worship Evolution, 
with a capital “E”, as if it were some sub- 
lime, and supernatural entity capable of per- 
forming anything and everything necessa- 
ry, without a God. 

Of course, this materialistic evolution, 
which, after all, is the only consistent form, 
roots in non-supernatural concepts. These 
ideas are reborn under varying impulses 
within the narrow limits of the natural 
mind, which thinks it is “ discovering” some- 
thing new, but in reality, is eld.

It has been said that: “Theories of evo- 
lution have chased each other off the field in 
rapid succession for thousands of years. 

Prof. H. F. Osborn writes in “Origin and 
Evolution of Life,” preface, p. 10: “From 
the period of the earliest stages of Greek 
thought, man has been eager to discover 
some natural cause of Evolution, and to 
abandon the idea of Supernatural interven- 
tion in the order of Nature.” 

History. therefore, repeats itself, because 
the human mind naturally seeks to account 
for things without God. Eggs, mud, fire, 
water, air, have all been tried out at one 
time or another as the causation ‘of all 
things, and in later vears, we hear of 
“atoms”, “gemules”, “vitalized molecules” 
and other monstrosities. 

Six centuries before Christ, Thales of the 
Ionian school, the earliest school of philo- 
sophy, believed that water was the “prin- 
ciple” from which all things grew, and into 
which all things were ultimately resolved. 
Anaximenes favored Air, and Heraclitus, 
Fire. 

Democritus . disciple of Leucippus. pro- 
mulgated what is considered to he the first 
“wholly and exclusively materialistic phil- 


osophy.” In this, the fundamental basis, 
was the “atomic” theory. He thought that 
the soul consisted of atoms, the motion of 
which produced life. Mind was “a pheno- 
menon taking its origin from the ina emat- 
ical constitution of certain atoms and their 
relation to certain others.” 

The ethical result of the Darwinian phil- 
osophy is identical with that of these an- 
cient speculators, and they were no more 
absurd in their speculations than their moi- 
ern disciples, who clothe their ideas in rath- 
er more grandiloquent phraseology in order 
to impress the impressionable. 

Darwin confessed that he was in a hope- 
less muddle as to the origin of things. Ed- 
ward Clodd states in his “Story of Crea- 
tion”: 

“Of the beginnings of what was be- 
fore the present state of things we 
knew nothing and speculation is fu- 
tile.” 

Matter, Force and Motion, then, are in- 
explicable puzzles to the evolutionist, even 
though he may talk very learnedly about 
light, heat, electricity, magnetism, chemic- 
al affinity, gravitation, and other phenomena 
of nature. But as to the source of these 
mighty and amazing forces, he has no solu- 
tion. 

Lord Kelvin said: 

“One word characterizes the most 
strenuous efforts for the advancement 
of science that I have made persever- 
ingly for fifty-five years. That word 
is failure. I know no more of electric 
and magnetic force, or of the relation 
between ether, electricity, and pond- 
erable matter, or of chemical affinity, 
than I knew and tried to teach to mv 
students of natural philosophy fifty 
years ago in my first session as pro- 
fessor.’ 

The greatest living scientists know noth- 
ing more than Kelvin. The eves of the sci- 
intific world are looking anxiously to Fin- 
stein as the Moses who may lead them out 
of the Egyptian darkness into the full light 
of the Promised Land of Science, but with 
all his massive intellect, and colossal imagi- 
nation, he seems to be as helpless as all the 
others in giving any adequate explanation 
of the universe. Just the other day he 
scrapped his original theory, adopting a 
new one which may be discarded tomorrow. 
He presents the new conception as “a closed 
box” hoping that he or someone else may 
open it, and find inside the secrets of God. 

These vain imaginings of man would he 
laughable if they were not tragic. All we 
know or ever can know in this age is what 
the Bible reveals: “In the beginning God 
created.” As to the “how” of the tremend- 
ous operation, we must remain in imnorance 
until there is another Revelation from the 
Creator Mimself. Soon, there comes a day 
when we shall see Him face to face, and 
shall be like Him, knowing as we are known. 

Until that glad morning breaks, we may 
well rest content in the satisfving know 
iedge that our Lord Jesus Christ is the 
supreme Source of all things. He it is. 

“Who is the image of the invisible 
God, the first-born of every creature: 
for by Him were all thins created 
that are in heaven, and that are in 
earth. visible and invisible, whether 
they be thrones, or dominions. or prin- 
cipalities, or powers: all things were 
created by Him. and for Him: and He 
is before all things, and by Him all 
thines consist.

many years—namely that the Jews are yet 
to be re-gathered and re-established in their 
land according to covenant — is today he- 
ing challenged by several leading Premillen- 
nial teachers. To say that they have de- 
parted from the faith or have ceased to be 
Premillennialists, as some have been wont 
to say, is unfair, for one may still hold to 
our Lord’s literal and personal return prior 
to the millennium with wide difference of 
opinion as to details connected with the 
event. . 

The present challenge on the Jewish 
question is being based upon the view that 
the Old Covenant, embracing al! the prom- 
ises of national existence for Israel, is en- 
tirely set aside by the terms of the New 
Covenant—forever cancelled. The promised 
blessings of the Old Testament, spiritually 
interpreted, we are told, immediately be- 
come the inheritance of all believers, Jew 
or Gentile, composing the true seed of Abra- 
ham. Because of the disobedience of that 
generation of Jews living at the time of our 
Lord’s first advent, it is said that all prom- 
ises as to the restoration of the Jews to the 
land, are swept away, meaning that a large 
part of our Old Testament is filled with de- 
tailed prophecies concerning the last days, 
which have no practical use and will never 
be fulfilled. 

A six-fold consideration has thus far pre- 
vented the writer from embracing this posi- 
tion. These are here presented briefly in 
the hope that if any of our brethren can 
show our position to be unscriptural, we may 
have the best light attainable. 


1. The Old Testament is Not Completely 
Set Aside 

The writer has always believed that the 
Old Testament stands as the expression of 
the will of God forever, except in particulars 
wherein Christ by His teaching, death and 
resurrection, has modified it. The Epistle 
to the Hebrews, in informing us of the “bet- 
ter covenant” which now supercedes the old, 
tells us specifically the features that are 
modified by the finished work of Jesus 
Christ—the ordinances relating to forms of 
worship, duties of the tabernacle or temple, 
the sacrifices, the priesthood, the feasts, 
Sabbaths, ete. We have never taken this te 
mean the setting aside of ALL the unful- 
filled covenant promises and prophecies of 
the Old Testament. We would prefer to 
have specific warrant from the New Testa- 
ment before teaching that the work of the 
cross affects the prophecies concerning the 
latter-day fruitfulness of Canaan and the 
regathering of the Jews from among the 
nations. 

But, if according to plain statement, the 
Old Covenant is done away. by what method 
shall we divide it so as to find portions that 
yet may be fulfilled ? 


2. Large Portion of the Old Testament 
Carried Forward 

Not only do we have specific instructions 
in the New Testament as to how the Old 
is affected by the redemptive work. but we 
have evidence that manv of the Old Testa- 
ment promises and prophecies do stand, for 
they are carried forward in the New Testa- 
ment and placed in the future. There is, it 
is said. eight times more in the Old Testa- 
ment about the second advent than there is 
about the first. 

Among the events associated with the 
King’s coming in glory is the calling out 


tine. We believe we have New Testament 
warrant, both in plain statement and in 
symbolic language for saying that the bud- 
ding again of Israel is carried over to the 
time of Christ’s return. The remarkable 
thing is that there could be a possibility of 
regathering a people so long and so far 
seattered, yet after nearly two thousand 
years, we have abundant evidence that the 
Jews are being preserved as a_ distinct 
people for some mysterious purpose. 


3. Terms of Conditional Promises May 
Yet Be Met 


Does the disobedience of one generation 
of Jews render FOREVER null and void 
the great mass of detailed promises con- 
cerning their future national existence? 
That “blindness in part” happened to Isra- 
el as a result of the actions of that gener- 
ation is evident, but suppose a future gen- 
eration of Jews, should repent and receive 
Him? Might not the terms concerning their 
national existence then be carried out? If 
not, to what purpose has Providence main- 
tained their nationality and fired the people 
to this hour with the hope of restoration to 
the land? : 

Gen. 22 informs us with what care Abra- 
ham provided himself with a burial plot for 
his family in Machpelah. He was a sojourn- 
er in the land and only wanted a spot in 
which. as a dead man, he might await God’s 
time for putting his seed in possession of 
Canaan. Is it not passing strange that this 
very site should remain clearly identified to 
this day, marked with a jealously-guarded 
mosque, venerated alike by Jews, Moslems 
and Christians? Age after age it has been 
a means of keeping alive in every success- 
ive generation of Jews, the hope of eventu- 
ally possessing the land. Is that hope to 
be forever disappointed ? 


4. Promised Blessings Apply to the Literal 
Nation of Israel 


We hold that a distinction should be made 
between the spiritual “seed of Abraham” 
and the “children of Israel” or the “twelve 
tribes” or “Israel and Judah.” There is in- 
deed at the present time an “Israel of God,” 
a believing remnant of Jews, but this can 
hardly mean that the church is identical 
with the tribes of Israel or realizes the spe- 
cific promises to the twelve tribes. 

The threats of God had a literal fulfill- 
ment in the literal nation of Israel. Along 
with these are promises that a day is com- 
ing when, as a result of national repentance, 
there will be a national regathering and 
restoration to the land. Will they not have 
a literal fulfillment in the same literal na- 
tion of Israel, preserved through the cen- 
turies for that very purpose ? 


5. Prophecies Already Partly Fulfilled 


Scores of Old Testament prophecies atfect- 
ing the JEWS have been in process of fulfill- 
ment throughout the present ave and some 
are being realized before our very eyes. It 
was predicted of the nation that they should 
be given over to blindness and hardness of 
heart (Isa. 6:9-10). They were to be made 
subject to enemies, their cities besiege: 
(Lev. 26:15-17, 25-26). They were to be 
taken out of their land. removed to all coun- 
tries (Deut. 28:25, 68, 64). Everywhere 
they would be oppressed (Deut. 28:29. 43, 
48). Everywhere they should he restless. 
trembling, sorrowful, without assurance of 


But there are just as explicit predictions 
concerning a restoration of the people and 
the land in the latter days. The very people 
who were to be scattered among the nations 
(Lev. 26:33) were as plainly to!d that they 
should again be brought out and put back 
in their own land. The very land that was 
to be made desolate has ‘the promise of 
fruitfulness in the latter days and that its 
wastes shall be rebuilt and its cities inha- 
bited (Ezek. 36:10). 

We are told of a day when God will for- 
give the sins of the nation of Israel (Jer. 
31:34). The fear of God will be put in their 
hearts (Jer. 32:39-40). Upon the house of 
David, the inhabitants of Jerusalem, God de- 
clares a spirit of grace shall be pcured out 
so that they shall look upon the very One 
pierced by their forefathers and be in bit- 
terness (Zech. 12:10). While this had a 
partial fulfillment in those Jews who re- 
ceived the crucified Christ (Jn. 19:37) the 
Revelation carries this prophecy on to the 
second coming (Rev. 1:7). 

Blindness in part happened to Israel. It 
it not total and forever—only until the full- 
ness of the Gentiles be come in (Rom. 11:2, 
25). Jerusalem shall be trodden down until 
the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled (Lk. 
21:24). Jerusalem is still under Gentile 
domination, overrun with hellish religions. 
But what comes after the UNTIL? As we 
understand the prophecies, there will be a 
regathering of Israel and a_ simultaneous 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon a whole 
nation. The effect upon the Gentile nations 
of seeing a whole nation converted to God 
is described in Isa. 60:1-5. By national con- 
version, we mean that every individual will 
confess Christ as Lord and King (See Jer. 
30:3; Ezek. 37:21; Jer. 30:24; Amos 9:15; 
Isa. 27:12; Jer. 30:18). 


6. Reestablishment Suggested in Type 
and Shadow 

We have indications of this order of 
events in type and shadow. For instance: 
In the story of Jacob (father of the twelve 
tribes) we read in Gen. 35 of his final re- 
turn to Bethel after his years of exile. There 
are remarkable parallels. As Jacob left the 
house of God for the land of exile, so has 
the people descended from him. As God 
said to Jacob: “Arise and go up to Bethel,” 
so He will vet call Israel to the place of di- 
vine privilege. As the immediate effect up- 
on Jacob was to purge his house from idol- 
atry and to issue in a change of his ways, 
so the nation will yet be purged from their 
final idolatry under Antichrist. As the ter- 
ror of God fell upon the Shechemites, so 
will terror fall upon the enemies of the 
Jews when God resumes His dealings with 
them. As Jacob, when returned, built an- 
other altar, so will Israel once more worship 
God acceptably. As national prosperity was 
here assured to Jacob, so shall the prosperi- 
ty and blessings promised through the 
prophets come to Israel. As God said unto 
Jacob, “the land will I give to thee and thy 
seed,” so will He say to the restored nation. 
As Jacob poured oil on the pillar erected at 
Bethel, so will God pour out the Spirit up- 
on Israel and upon all flesh. 


Conclusion 


Is it not for Christians todav to heed the 
words of Isaiah (62:6-7): “Ye that make 
mention of the Lord, keep not silence, and 
give him no rest. till he establish, until he 
make Jerusalem a praise in the earth?”

about 40 adult members, some of whom are 
fairly well-to-do.

10 THE DEFENDER 
How the Greek Orthodox Church 
Captured Russia

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Russian history may be traced back to the 
beginning of the eighth century. At that 
time Russia was a small kingdom of united 
pagan tribes. These tribes knew nothing 
of God and worshipped idols. 

Near the end of the ninth century there 
came into power a man by the name of Vla- 
dimer. He was very ambitious. Not being 
satisfied with things as they were, he began 
to study conditions and sought to bring 
about some general improvements. He 
toured other countries to study their ways. 
When Vladimer went to Greece he met a 
young Grecian princess with whom he feil 
in love. When her hand was asked in mar- 
riage she refused because Vladimer was 
pagan. That displeased him very much, so 
he returned to his country and was almost 
ready to declare war against Greece, but 
upon further consideration decided that af- 
ter all there may be something in other re- 
ligions that he and his people did not have. 

He then sent out a request in the form 
of proclamation to the effect that he and 
his people would be glad to iearn about 
other religions, inviting those who wished 
to do so to send their representative em- 
powered to administer before him their re- 
ligious rites. This, of course, brought re- 
presentatives from all nations and tongues. 
Jews, Mohammedans and Roman Catholics 
came, but all these were rejected. Then 
came the Greek Orthodox Church with their 
priests gorgeously dressed and their servic- 
es with burning candles and the smell of 
incense appealed to Vladimer for it was 
somewhat like Russia’s own mystical pagan 
practices. Undoubtedly Vladimer’s desire 
for the beautiful Greek princess also had 
something to do with his decision to em- 
brace her religion. 

Another proclamation was issued, but this 
time to his own nation, informing the 
people of the acceptance of the new religion, 
namely, the Greek Orthodox, commanding 
them also to come from every part of his 
kingdom to the river Dneper for baptism 
and initiation into the adopted religion. 

This brought people from every corner 
of the small dominion. His subjects came, 
as commanded, but felt they were driven 
inte something of which, up to that time, 
they had not heard, mueh less understood. 
Therefore without the Gospel, without a 
preacher, the nation was as it were. con- 
verted in a day to the Greek Orthodox 
faith. 

Let us bear in mind that Russia was a 
pagan nation. Let us also remember that 
these people were forced into the accep- 
tance of a new religion without instruction. 

herefore, even after initiation and baptism. 
Russians still remained worshippers of idols. 
Many people who were driven to the bap- 
tismal service took their idols with them un- 
der their garments. Consequently they ha‘ 
their idols baptized at the same time. 
They took their idols bask and_ put 
them in the same places and worshipned 
them as formerly, the only difference beine 
that they were baptized idols. 

The baptism of the people did not divest 
them of the pagan conception of worship 
though, in most cases, the idols were even- 
tually destroved. The people craved for vis- 
ible objects of worship which still is true 
cf many Russians. The idea of worshiping 
God in Spirit and in truth is absolutely 
foreign to the Greek Orthodox mind. To 
pacify the mind of the Russian people, the 
worship of Tkons was instituted, and up te 
this present day in every orthodox home 
you can always find, in a corner, a small 


Ikon which is a portrait of some imaginary 
saint, apostle, the Virgin Mary, Christ, or 
God the Father pictured as an old man with 
white hair and beard. Before the Ikon hangs 
a small lamp filled with oil which burns in 
most homes both day and night. Without 
the presence of an Ikon, to the Russian 
mind, worship is incomplete. 

To further pacify the great hunger of the 
Russian soul and to induce the people to 
utterly despise and reject all other forms 
of religion, the ecclesiastical body in the 
synod caused the Greek Catholic Church to 
be exalted as the first Apostolic and fore- 
most religion by permitting a recognition 
of the incorruptible Russian saints. This 
developed into such a captivating force that 
pilgrims came by the tens of thousands an- 
nually to bow down and worship these sup- 

osedly miraculously preserved bodies of the 
tussian saints. These objects of worship 
in the form of mummies finally reached 
the total sum of 46,000 before the war. 
Most of the worshippers believed that these 
saints, because of their devotion during 
their life time to the Greek Catholic Church 
and faithfulness to the Czar, pleased God 
to such an extent that their bodies became 
miraculously preserved, awaiting the day 
of resurrection. 

As a matter of fact the worship of these 
mummies was -invented and instituted by 


the leaders for the purpose of promoting 
deeper devotion to the church, and greater 
loyalty to the Czar, both of which meant per- 
sonal gain, because every pilgrim was com- 
pelled to make his contribution when enter- 
Ing the monastary where the supposedly in- 
corruptible bodies lay. Their scheme worked 
as is evident by the fact that, for centu- 
ries, at least 70 per cent of the 182,000,000 
people were believers in that faith. This 
included all classes of people from the 
Czar’s throne to the plain peasantry. 

The aristocracy held themselves aloof 
from the inferior classes and were so filled 
with self-importance and pride that the pre- 
sentation of the Gospel calling for repen- 
tance and necessitating a humbling of their 
pride had no charm for them. Yet, in their 
hearts they were very serious people and 
knew that some day they would have to 
answer to God for their sins. The great 
orthodox religion suited them because they 
could ease their conscience by paying the 
priests a good sum, confess their sins and 
receive a statement of absolution of all their 
guilt. If the conscience was not fully ap- 
peased thereby they would contribute heav- 
lly either to the church or some charitable 
institution. 

God saw the heart hunger of these de- 
luded people, searching for, yet never com- 
ing to the knowledge of the truth. Living 
in Russia, it was difficult under the circum- 
stances for them to come to a knowledge 
of real salvation, but God works in myster- 
ious ways His wonders to perform. When 
the revolution broke out, this class suffered 
the most. Thousands were killed, others 
left the country to save their lives and found 
refuge in China, Belgium, Germany and 
about a million of them went to France; 
Captains, Generals, Counts and Nobles, — 
the aristocracy of old Russia, today is dis-

couraged, homesick and_ brokenhearted. 
Hope has died. The future holds nothing 
for them. Driven from their homes they 
must exist as best they can in a foreign 
land and here lies our great opportunity to 
evangelize the congregation of a_ million 
souls. Now is the hour to give them the 
Gospel and they are ready for it. 

I spent two months among them last 
summer and to see them as I have, Russia’s 
former nobility who in the days of their 
skeen would have refused to have 

arkened to me, now in the days of their 
destitution, gratefully, with tears filling 
their eyes, listening to the Gospel message, 
is a sight never to be forgotten. And then 
to watch them kneel, with hearts broken 
and contrite, confessing their sins and re- 
ceive Jesus Christ as their Saviour, is an 
experience, the memory of which lingers 
with me still. Such scenes I have witnessed 
not only once, but again and again. I re- 
commend this glorious work to the prayer- 
ful interest and support of every steward 
of God who shall read these lines. 

A year and a half ago, a tremendous for- 
ward movement started, which was headed 
by Judge Urban as the Superintendent of 
our Mission. Judge Urban was formerly a 
egg egg Judge in Russia. God has used 

im in a marvelous way. Mission stations 
have been established in almost every prin- 
cipal strategic point in France as well as 
Belgium with headquarters in Paris where 
Judge Urban, with few helpers, carries on 
this tremendous mission among 80,000 Rus- 
sian refuges in this city alone. I saw their 
activities and their labor has not been in 
vain, for in less than a year and a half the 
Russians in Paris have been stirred and 
many are now genuine born-again believers. 
With wise leadership no money is wasted. 
Already a great work is being accomplished 
but gifts are urgently needed with which 
to advance.

“THE DE SACRAMENTO ALTARIS,” 
Edited by T. Bruce Birch, published by The 
Lutheran Literary Board. Price $3.50. 


In translating the writings of William of 
Ockham from the Latin into the English, 
Dr. Birch has rendered a praiseworthy ser- 
vice. Dr. Birch is professor of Philosophy 
at Wittenberg College, Springfield, Ohio. 

Wiliam was one of the great, scholarly 
minds whose utterances started the fires of 
the Reformation before the days of Martin 
Luther. We read: “He was inevitably led 
by the very force of his logic into conflict 
with the existing theories of thought and 
government, and into open conflict with the 
Church of Rome.” 

William of Ockham was born in the vil- 
lage of Ockham, in the county of Surrey, 
England, in 1290 A. D. He was a member 
of the Franciscan Order. As his fame in- 
creased, and as his scholarly denunciations 
of church wrongs began to attract atten- 
tion, the Pope launched a program to bring 
about his destruction. 

It is said of him: “Ockham, the last of 
the great schooimen, keen, incisive, fearless, 
combative, and aggressive, was the leading 
spirit and master mind of that great period 
cf unrest and upheaval, and of the germi- 
nation of the profound problems, the discus- 
sion and answering of which culminated in 
the Reformation.” 

Scholars have mourned by reason of the 
fact, that Ockham’s writings have mever 
been available. W. J. Townsend says, “They 
are very scarce, and are carefully preserved 
in some of the great libraries of Europe.” 
Ockham possessed a giant mind. His re- 
sources seem inexhaustible in the realms of 


psychology, philosophy, and theology. He 
was a trail-blazer to Martin Luther. Of 
him, Luther says: “Ockham is a wise and 


sensible man.” The influence of Ockham up- 
on Luther was most profound. 

Ockham built up the philosophical struc- 
ture of the Reformation. He possessed the 
seasoned mind that analyzed the whole pro- 
gram behind the Reformation. His was the 
mind that “thought the thing through.” 
Ockh: am has been called “the first Protes- 
tant.” 

But because his writings have not been 
accessible, his personality has been obscure. 
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It is only natural that scholars should have 
searched here and there for fragments of 
writings from a pen like his. In the pres- 
ent compilation and translation, compris- 
ing a volume of 275 pages, we repeat that 
Dr. Birch has rendered a high quality of 
service.

“BIBLE MESSAGES FOR THE MOD- 
ERN MIND,” by S. Earl Childers, published 
by _ Standard Publishing Company. Price

Rader’s Tabernacle 
Minneapolis 
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The opening moments of the new year 
1931 found over fifteen hundred people up- 
on their knees here at the Tabernacle, de- 
dicating and reconsecrating their lives for 
service in the coming year, and asking for 
the guidance and infilling of the Holy Ghost. 
There were three great services on New 
Year’s day, with Mr. Rader speaking upon 
the subjects, “Praying in the new year,” 
“Walking in the new year,” and “Living in 
the new year.” 

On January 7th to 15th inclusive, Gerald 
B. Winrod, Founder of the Defenders, was 
with us. Each night his stirring Bible mes- 
sages were given to large audiences and on 
Sunday night hundreds were turned away. 
His fearless and original presentations left 
10 uncertain tone as to his allegiance to the 
inspiration, infallibility and authenticity of 
the Word of God. 

On January 16th we had a special “Rus- 
sian Missions” night. A Russian student re- 
presenting Count Prokonoff gave a_ short 
message and several other Russian students 
gave their testimonies, with a chorus of 
voices singing the Gospel in their native 
tongue. The large audience gave funds 
enough to buy approximately three hundred 
Russian Bibles. 

Mr. James Neilson of the Oklahoma City 
Tabernacle, and formerly of the Chicago 
Gospel Tabernacle, came to take charge of 
the band, orchestra, choir and radio on Jan- 
uary 18th. We feel confident that these 
organizations, under his able direction and 
leadership, will do wonderful things in get- 
ting out the Old Story in music end song. 

On Sunday, January 18th, Mr. Rader be- 
gan his two weeks series of sermons on the 
Great Pyramid of Cheops, the miracle in 
stone. A large, twenty by thirty foot model 
of the original Pyramid was placed upon 
the Tabernacle platform, showing a cross 
section, with the Grand Gallery, Queen’s 
Chamber, and various passageways. This 
is the first time, to our knowledge, that 
anyone has given a series of lectures from 
a model of this, the greatest one of the 

“seven wonders of the world.” Mr. Rader 
has been studying this subject for the past 
ten years, and in this series lie has been 
giving, in a highly intelligible ana condensed 
form, the fruits of his efforts on this suv- 
ject. Both the pyramid model and the mes- 
sages each evening have created wide-spread 
interest. Mr. Rader has produced an as- 
tounding array of facts, not only as to the 
perfect construction of this building, but 
also its unfailing paralleling with the great 
high-point prophecies in the Scriptures. The 
whole Gospel plan is given in great sim- 
plicity and minutest detail. Viewed from 
every angle, it shows that Shem, the reput- 
ed builder of this huge pyramid, was super- 
vised and absolutely directed by God to un- 
dertake this almost impossible task, that 
this miracle in stone might stand as an al- 
tar and a testimony to God’s people in the 
last days, as Isaiah said it would.

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THE END OF THE AGE 


By, Oswald J. Smith 
Pastor of the Toronto Gospel Tabernacle 
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It is the general consensus of opinion 
among prophetic students that we are rap- 
idly nearing that period in the world’s his- 
tory commonly known as the End-Time. 
Perhaps we are already at the threshold of 
the new order. Certain it is that the Church 
Age is fast drawing to a close. The times 
of the Gentiles have almost run out. Soon, 
now, the events so long predicted must take 
place, possibly within the life time of the 
present generation. 

But just think what will happen? And 
how soon may we expect the great change? 
Are the facts given? Can we know for cer- 
tain? Is there any answer? Thank God, 
there is! And we turn now to Revelation, 
the last book in the Bible, generally known 
as the Apocalypse. For here is prophecy, 
prophecy in fulfilment, and for the End- 
Time of the Age. 

First of all, I want to point out that the 
visions of the Apocalypse will be perfectly 
clear to those who will be living in the time 
of their fulfilment. The wise, as Daniel says, 
will understand. The book of Revelation is 
written for the End-Time of the Age. It 
will be of untold comfort to the saints of 
that period. No book in the Bible will mean 
so much then. 

But in the second place, let me say that 
even now, to those who will hearken to its 
message and diligently, humbly, prayerfully 
study it, it will unfold its meaning in a 
most amazing way. All that is necessary is 
to read and re-read, and then read again, 
and again and again, for each time addition- 
al light will be given and new secrets re- 
vealed. Thank God, it can be understood. 
Revelation is the only book in the Bible that 
has associated with it a special promise of 
blessing, a blessing to the reader, the hear- 
er and the keeper. You will find it in the 
third verse of the first Chapter. “‘Blessed 
is he that readeth, and they that hear the 
words of this prophecy, and keep those 
things which are written therein.” So let 
us read and hear, let us keep or do, that the 
blessing promised may be ours. 

Then, too, this book carries with it not 
only a blessing but also a curse. Listen to 
this from the last chapter, verses eighteen 
and nineteen: “For I testify unto every man 
that heareth the words of the prophecy of 
this book. if any man shall add unto these 
things, God shall add unto him the plagues 
that are written in this book; and if any 
man shall take away from the words of the 
book of this prophecy, God shall take away 
his part out of the book of life, and out of 
the holy city, and from the things which 
are written in this book.” So it behooves us 
to be on our guard in dealing with Revela- 
tion. 

Fourth, I want to point out that the con- 
tents of Revelation has to do not with Grace 
but with Judgment, and hence, that there 
is no possibility of its fulfilment during the 
Church Age or the present dispensation. 
God is not now dealing in Judgment but in 
Grace. For that reason above all others I 
absolutely reject the historical interpreta- 
tion, which finds the fulfilment of Revela- 
tion in the historical events of the past 
1900 years. So utterly impossible is this 
interpretation that I need not even com- 
ment on it. This is the day of Salvation. 
God is not now pouring out His judgments. 
Men may even blaspheme and defy Him, 
and, for the most part, He remains silent. 
It will not be so during the dispensation of 
Judement. 

Fifth: To the casual reader the book of 
Revelation seems like a tapestry in which 
various scenes are thrown together in a 


sort of patch-work way, but such is not the 
case. There is a definite, chronological 
sequence of events that follow each other 
in perfect order. But, like every historian, 
when some special personage comes on the 
scene of action or some unusual scene is 
depicted, the writer pauses, as it were, long 
enough to describe in detail what he sees, 
after which he picks up the thread of his 
narrative and goes on as before. Hence 
there are portions of the book of Revelation 
which are placed in parenthesis, namely, 
bracketed off from the main line of events. 
These must first of all be omitted if we are 
to intelligently grasp our subject, and our 
attention must be focussed, at the com- 
mencement, on the chronological order of 
things, uninterrupted by the bracketed por- 
tions. 

Sixth: —This order is traced in our study 
of the seven seals, the seven trumpets and 
the seven vials. Hence, we commence with 
chapter six in which we have the opening 
of the first six seals described. Then we 
pass over chapter seven which is in brackets 
and has nothing to do with the main order 
of events, and take up the thread again at 
chapter eight, verse seven, where we have 
the description of the seven trumpets, and 
then continue to the end of chapter nine. 
Passing over chapter ten, which is in par- 
enthesis, and the first part of chapter eleven, 
we commence again at the thirteenth verse 
of chapter eleven, and continue to the end 
of the chapter. Then we omit chapters 
twelve, thirteen, fourteen and fifteen, and, 
taking up the thread at chapter sixteen, we 
have presented the seven vials. Chapter 
seventeen is in parenthesis, also chapter 
eighteen and chapter nineteen down to verse 
ten. But at verse eleven of chapter nine- 
teen we again pick up the thread of the 
story, which is the Second Advent of Christ, 
and continue from there through to the end 
of the Book. After having completed the 
study of these events in their chronological 
order we go back and take up the chapters 
which we omitted and study the various 
passages in parenthesis. Thus we have the 
whole interpretation of Revelation simplifi- 
ed and presented in a way that we can 
easily grasp. 

Seventh:—In order to really understand 
the Apocalypse we must somewhere find a 
key that wil! unlock its message. The ques- 
tion arises: Did Jesus Christ, who, on the 
Isle of Patmos gave to His servant John the 
Revelation, ever before tell the story? He 
did. While here upon earth, on the Mount 
of Olives, to His own disciples, some 1900 
years ago, He unfolded, in brief, the whole 
story of the End-Time. It is found in the 
twenty-fourth chapter of Matthew’s Gospel. 
Hence, if the story was told by the same 
person, and that person Jesus Christ the 
Son of God, and if it has to do with the 
same experiences, then it must coincide. And 
that is exactly what it does. It was first 
told when He was in the flesh: it was next 
told after His resurrection and ascension. 
Hence Matthew twenty-four becomes the 
key that unlocks the book of Revelation. 
And what is found in Matthew twenty-four 
in epitomy is found in Revelation in extend- 
ed review. 

Eighth:—It will be remembered that in 
Matthew twenty-four, ten signs preceded 
the setting up of the abomination of deso- 
lation, which takes place in the middle of 
the seventieth week of Daniel, or at the end 
of the first three and a half years, and just 
before the Great Tribulation, and that 
three of the signs most prominent are war, 
famine and pestilence. Turning to the open- 


ing of the seven seals in the sixth chapter 
of Revelation, we discover a similar record 
of events. Under the first seal we have a 
description of a rider on a white horse 
which can be none other than the antichrist 
himself, the false messiah, who takes over 
the reins of government at the commence- 
ment of the last seven years of the Age. 
Following his reign we have war, famine 
and pestilence. Tie second seal reveals a 
red horse representing war; the third seal 
a black horse representing famine; and the 
fourth a pale horse representing pestilence 
or death. All this precedes the Great Tribul- 
ation and coincides with the first fourteen 
verses in Matthew twenty-four. Under the 
fifth seal we have presented the Great Tri- 
bulation, and under the sixth seal the signs 
in the sun and moon. These signs, it will 
be remembered, follow the Great Tribu- 
lation in Matthew twenty-four as well as in 
Revelation six. Hence the seals are in no 
wise mysterious. 

Ninth:—Now there is another fact that 
must be hept in mind, namely, that under 
the opening of the seventh seal, instead of 
having what might be expected, a concrete 
event, we have the blowing of the seven 
trumpets, which means that everything 
under the seven trumpets belongs to the 
seventh seal. Thus the seventh seal is ex- 
tended right through to the end of the seven 
trumpets. 

Then, under the blowing of the seventh 
trumpet we have the pouring out of the 
seven vials, so that the seventh trumpet“ex- 
tends to the close of all seven vials. In 
other words, the seven seals cover the en- 
tire period of the last seven years of the 
Age, commencing with the reign of the anti- 
christ and closing with the Advent of Christ. 
The seven trumpets likewise close with the 
Advent of Christ, and also the seven vials. 
The seven trumpets, however, do not com- 
mence until the Great Tribulation has 
practically ended, or at least is drawing to 
a close, and the seven vials are poured out 
immediately at the end of the Tribulation 
period. ‘So that while four of the seals 
precede the Tribulation, and the fifth seal 
is the Tribulation, the seven trumpets and 
vials all close the Tribulation. 

Tenth:—The seven seals are the happen- 
ings under the reign of the antichrist be- 
fore and during the Great Tribulation. The 
seven trumpets, on the other hand, are the 
judgments of God upon an_ unbelieving 
world. The first four are mild in compari- 
son to the others; so much so that the last 
three are called “woes.” And as a result of 
the first woe, which is the fifth trumpet, for 
the first time men suffer and yet are deni- 
ed death; whereas when the sixth trumpet 
is blown one third of the human race die. 
Hence there is an increase and an intensity 
of judgment. 

Now whereas the trumpets are the judg- 
ments of God, the vials constitute the 
wrath of God. They are brief but terrible, 
and immediately upon the pouring out of 
the seventh vial we have the statement: 
“It is done.” So that the wrath of the 
Antichrist under the fifth seal, the judg- 
ments of God under the trumpets, and His 
wrath under the vials, are all completed. 
Consequently in the nineteenth chapter we 
are ready for the Second Advent, the battle 
of Armageddon, the destruction of the An- 
tichrist, the false prophet and his armies, 
the binding of Satan, the ushering in of the 
millennium when Christ reigns on David’s 
throne for a thousand years, the release of 
Satan for a short period, his final doom, 
and the judgment of the Great White 
Throne, culminating in the creation of the 
new heavens and the new earth wherein 
dwelleth righteousness. 

Eleventh:— My conviction is that these 
seals, trumpets and vials represent realities 
and are to be taken literally, unless the 
context clearly indicates that a figurative 
description is meant. And remember, sym- 
bols and types always mean everything that 
they infer. Something real happens in each

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Thinking Things Through

All right thought, all 
demonstrated fact, all 
true knowledge, whether 
natural or spiritual, runs 
directly back to God. 
This will appear, if we 
really think things 
through. 

Man is composed of 
soul and body. The body 
is wonderful, but the soul 
is much more marvelous. 
The principal elements 
of the soul are the intell- 
Rev W. A. lect, the sensibilities and 

the will, or mind, heart 
and will, as we usually express it. Memory, 
imagination and conscience are but subdivi- 
sions of the intellect. The mind as a part 
of the soul is always put first, because it is 
the most important. The power of abstract 
thought is a most marvelous thing, and 
shows in a way the great value of the soul. 
Animals do not have this power, or if at all, 
in only a very limited degree. 

A writer has said, “In many respects, man 
is surpassed by his inferiors in the animal 
world. The ox is stronger; the stag is 
fleeter; the fox more cunning; the bull-dog 
has more courage; the bird a sweeter voice; 
the hound a keener smell; the eagle a clearer 
eye, and so on. But there is one power. and 
that the highest, which man has above the 
brute, and which despite his inferior physic- 
al powers, makes him more than a match for 
any of them, and that is the power of 
thought, reason, reflection.” 

Thought to some extent is involuntary. 
In our waking hours it is seldom a blank. 
But it is usually under the control of our 
will; we think of what we please. And some 
thoughts are high and beautiful, while 
others are low and ignoble. This depends 
much upon education, even from the cradle. 
The infant that never sees or hears any- 
thing but good things will have good 
thoughts. The child that sees and hears 
and reads only vulgar, or profane, wicke:l 
things will have such thoughts; the one is 
a blessing, the other a curse, to mankind. 
What a tremendous responsibility parents, 
teachers and associates have! How im- 
portant the choice of reading for children, 
as a regulation to their thinking. 

Worldly talk and reading, when not ab- 
solutely wicked, will make worldly thinking. 
How important for all to see and hear and 
read religious things. Such thoughts bring 
happiness and enrich the soul. Pure thoughts 
are better than gold mines for ourselves 
and others, for such thoughts lead to noble 
deeds. “As a man thinketh, so is he.”

Twelfth:— With the first three chapters 
we are not immediately concerned. They 
but tell the history of the Church down to 
the beginning of Daniel’s seventieth week. 
We must soon be, if we are not already, in 
the Laodicean period. Chapters four and 
five are merely introductory to what fol- 
lows, the setting of the stage, as it were, 
for “the things which shall be hereafter” 
(1:19). Our study commences therefore 
with chapter six.

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ing your pastor don’t hear him! What shail 
it profit a man if he gain standing in his 
Church and lose his soul?! Selah!! And 
that Selah goes for both the pastor and the 
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doctrines the commandments of men.” 

In contending so tenaciously for his stand- 
ard of right and wrong your Pastor is like- 
ly to face the question asked by our Lord: 
“Why do ye transgress the Commandment 
of God” (feed my sheep) by your tradi- 
tion?” There are a thousand questions 
which have to do entirely with the individ- 
ual and must be settled by each individuai 
for himself, or herself, and into this sacred 
realm no person has a right to enter. Much 
less has a person the right to dictate how 
a person shall, or shall not, set the affairs 
of that realm in order. 

It is the business of the preacher to feed 
the spiritual life of the Church and by so 
doing encourage such fellowship with God 
as will bring each individual into such close 
communion with God that He can lead the 
individual in matters involving details in 
conduct. No man is wise enough to say 
what shall, or shall not, be done by different 
persons in such purely personal matters. 
And the reason is perfectly obvious to a 
straight thinker. First, no two individuals 
are alike, therefore no one rule will do for 
all. Second, the same things effect differ- 
ent persons differently, hence a rule of liv- 
ing which is meaningful to one has no 
meaning for another at all. ‘Whether a 
thing (not mentioned specifically in the 
Scriptures) is right or wrong depends en- 
tirely on whether it involves the conscience 
of the individual — and I am writing, of 
course, of individuals who are divinely il- 
iuminated and sincerely seeking fellowship 
with God. The whole discussion should be 
carried much further and I may do so at 
some future time. You ask, “What would 
you advise me to do?” Insist that no man 
force his notions of right and wrong upon 
you. If, as you say, you are worse for hear 
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This is one of the great needs of the pre- 
sent age. In the midst of sinfulness, cor- 
ruption, graft, theft, and slander, Christians 
above all people ought to be HONEST. 
“Honesty is the best policy,” especially so 
for the Christian. 

“But that on the good ground are they, 
which in an HONEST HEART, having 
heard the word, keep it, and bring forth 
fruit with patience.” (Luke 8:15). This is 
Christ’s highest estimate about those who 
hear the Word with an honest heart—they 
bring forth fruit with patience. 

In Acts 6:3, deacons were to be chosen, 
“seven of them, of honest pn This 
was essential to a position of trust. It is 
essential to ANY position of trust, Chris- 
tian, Church, political, social, or commerc- 
ial. Paul in Romans, 12:17, says, “Provide 
things honest in the sight of all men.” God 
must first provide us with an honest heart 
through regeneration, which is by faith in 
Jesus Christ, who is “the way, The TRUTH, 
and the Life.” “But that ye should DO that 
which is honest” (2 Cor. 18:7), implies 
honesty of action and duty. “Providing for 
honest things, not only in the sight of the 
Lord, but also in the sight of men (2 Cor.8: 
21).” There may be things said or done in 
the sight of men which appear honest, but 
how would it appear before God? ‘“What- 
soever things are honest think on THESE 
things (Phil. 4:8).” Honesty in thought 
generally precedes honesty of word, walk, 
and duty. ‘Let us walk honestly as in the 
day.” (Rom. 13:13.) “That ye may walk 
honestly toward them that are without, and 
that ye may have lack of nothing” (1 Thes. 
4:12). 


“In all things willing to live honestly 
(Heb. 13:18).” “That we may lead a quiet 
and peaceable life in all godliness and hones- 
ty” (1 Tim. 2:2). Observe here how hones- 
ty is connected with godliness. They are in- 
separable. 

‘rom the practical and Christian aspect 
of life, there needs to be honesty in thought, 
in word, in action, in duty, and in attitude 
toward God and men. There needs to be 
honesty in daily business dealings. Pastors 
need to exercise honesty in dealing with 
members; members need to exercise hones- 
ty with pastors. I have known of Churches 
thinking little of defrauding a pastor of 
his promised wages, why not a little more 
Christian honesty? If we are to expect 
ministers to pay their bills why should not 
the Churches pay their ministers so that 
aaa HONESTLY live and pay their 
ills ? 

There needs to be honesty in business 
corporations, government offices, and social 
circles. Hypocrisy is not honesty, it is de- 
ception. To smile sweetly (?) and then think 
evil is hypocrisy in face and life. To speak 
well of a person at one time and ill another 
time is’ double-mindedness, and subtle de- 
ception, which is DISHONESTY. 

There needs to be Christian honesty in 
statement of doctrines, in standards of right 
living, and in separation from that which 
is dishonest. Honesty or dishonesty affects 
both the dishonest one and the one lied to. 
Dishonesty is sometimes expensive—more 
so than being honest. Honesty at ANY 
COST is the best policy. Honesty for 
Christ’s sake is a BETTER policy. Hones- 
ty of heart is the basis of all real honesty. 

Teach children honesty and thruthfulness. 
Show them the evils of lying. Show them 
the falseness of deception and fraud, both 
by teaching and example. 


Twice in a recent week I had been pass- 
ed $5 too much in making change or cash- 
ing checks, which, if I had kept would be 
dishonest. Watch the other fellow as well 
as yourself, not merely for your own sake 
but for HIS! Theodore Roosevelt once had 
a cattleman working on his western ranch. 
One day he showed “Teddy” a few cattle 
he had taken from another party. “You’re 
fired!” roared Roosevelt, “A man that will 
steal FOR me will steal from me!” And he 
was obliged to leave. Don’t steal for Goi 
or from God, either in time, money, or ser- 
vices. Give all men, and the Lord his dues. 
“Render therefore ALL their dues: tribute 
to whom tribute is due; custom to whom 
custom; fear to whom fear; honor to whom 
honor. Owe no man anything, but to love 
one another: for he that loveth another 
hath fulfilled the law (Rom. 13:7-8).” 


Honesty in paying debts promptly is a 
builder of confidence in Christian people, 
so far as the world is concerned. Therefore, 
let us ask God for honesty of heart. thought, 
word; and speak it, write it, and practice it 
freely. God will reward honesty and re- 
compense the one who deals honestly with 
Himself or all men. Honesty at ANY COST 
pays in the short run and the long run. 
Many a man has attained to position and 
power because there was no guile in him 
and because he could be TRUSTED to per- 
form a certain work.
